It was also the home of the first American art school, as well as the nation’s 
first university, the first zoo, the first U.S. Mint, the first public hospital and the first medical school 
at the University of Pennsylvania, and from 1790 to 1800, Philadelphia housed the capital of the United 
States.

Independence National Historical 
Park houses two of our nation’s most precious symbols: the Liberty Bell and Independence Hall.

Members and dealers will enter their scales and weights and will specify a minimum dollar 
amount that they wish to obtain for each piece. Each entry should include the owner’s description, 
indicating such features as maker, country of origin, age, condition, etc. We believe that a complete 
description will facilitate a sale. 


Each piece entered will be set out on one of a number of tables. Next to each item will be a 
bidding sheet with the item’s description, minimum dollar bid required, and the dollar bidding 
increment.

Trade and internal commercial activity 
expanded overnight, leading to the cry for local 
coinage. President Kruger, recognizing the 
need, granted a banking concession to the 
National Bank of the South Africa Republic, 
imposing on its concessionaires the obligation 
to establish a mint. This presentation will focus 
on the coins produced by this republic from 
1892 to 1902 when it fell to the British via the 
second Anglo-Boer War.

“German Porcelain Coins 
and Medals” Irene

Although porcelain was originally invented in 
China many centuries ago and used to create 
beautiful art objects which were much sought 
after in Europe in the 16th century, the process 
was not developed in other countries until the 
early 1700s in a region of Germany by Johann 
Bottger. After the death of Bottger in 1719, his 
secret for red porcelain was lost for 200 years. 
This new material was named Bottger earthen- 
ware. It is opaque and red to red-brown in color. 
A few medals and good replicas of actual coins 
of Germany and other countries were struck. 
Emergency or Notgeld coins were struck fol- 
lowing World War | for a few years, during the 
post-war shortage of metals for coinage. Med- 
als continued to be struck except during World 
War Il and soon after because the porcelain and 
manufacturing records were destroyed. Later 
the Meissen factory was rebuilt in East Germany 
and continues to make porcelain medals to this 
day. Mrs. Alexander will describe the process of 
making the medals.

“The Buffalo Nickel Hoax” 
Bob Van Ryzin, lola, WI 


Since 1964 when Leonard J. Ratzman’s article, 
“The Buffalo Nickel, a 50-Year-Old Mystery,” 
appeared in the Whitman Numismatic Journal 
supporting Chief John Big Tree, a Seneca Indian, 
as one of three models for the obverse of James 
Earle Fraser's Indian Head nickel design, numis- 
matic writers and collectors have been misled. 
Numismatic scholars have consistently named 
John Big Tree, along with Two Moons, a 
Cheyenne, and Iron Tail, a Sioux, as the models 
for the Indian Head nickel. Chief John Big Tree 
did not help matters. During the early 1960s, up 
until his death in 1967, he traveled around the 
country to fairs and coin shows promoting 
himself as the model for the nose and forehead 
of the design. He even made a guest appear- 
ance on the popular television program “What's 
My Line” and posed for various profile photo- 
graphs next to a buffalo and before Fraser's 
famous “End of the Trail” sculpture. Mr. Van 
Ryzin will show that, when Fraser finally recalled 
the name of the third model, he named Chief 





Adoeette, a Kiowa, whose name translates as 
“Big Tree.” He also will discuss the role played 
by Chief Two Guns White Calf, a Blackfoot, who, 
in the late 1920s and early 1930s, was thought 
to have been the third model.

With the disintegration of the Great Mughal 
Empire in India during the 18th century, various 
princelings, provincial governors and local chiefs 
assumed hegemony over their territories, large 
or small, and gradually became sovereigns as 
hereditary rulers. When the British Raj sup- 
planted the Mughals in main parts of the Indian 
subcontinent, it permitted these “Native Prin- 
ces” to retain their realms under British protec- 
tion through treaties—under the principle of 
“divide and rule.” During the heyday of the Brit- 


ish Raj there existed more than 500 of these 
entities. 

The British, accustomed to imperial pomp, 
endowed these princes with all the perquisites 
and trappings of royalty: grandiose titles, annual 
stipends, coats-of-arms and crests, private 
armies, even numbered-gun salutes varying 
with rank. As part of this regalia, in addition to 
coins and paper money, the Indian princes 
created and issued a bewildering variety of 
medals, decorations and badges to award allies, 
family members and subordinates for loyalty or 
faithful service. Although these artifacts exist in 
untold hundreds of types, they have never been 
cataloged or published comprehensively. This 
talk is an initial effort to present this medallic 
material to the public.
